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NEXT WAR. 


The Commanders of European Navies 
Who Will Take Part in It, 


SOME BiG MEN AND BIG SHIPS 


That Will Carry Death and Destruction 
Into the Enemy’s Ranks—Eng- 
land’s Navy. 


When the European war cloud dissolves 
in a rain of blood and the dogs of battle 
are loosed, the condition of the navy of 
each country involved in the conflict will 
most seriously affect the fighting chances 
of each combatant. Naval armament is 
a matter of vital moment to every nation 
fn these days. Tardy as we oursieves 
were in giving tho question due recogaition 
its pratical importance was brought home 
to us only yesterday in the threatened dif- 
ficulty with Chile.Then we were able to 
comfort ourselves with the reflection that 
we had at leasta few good ships and a few 
good men to command them. InEuropean 
countries the necessity for a proper marine 
equipment is conceded as readily as that 
for an army. In glancing at the European

navies I will not weary the reader with fig- 
wres or statistics, as these receive due at- 
tention in the technical portion of the pub- 
lic press and are frequently copied into the 
@aily newspapers. As the: success of a 
navy in warfare depends upon the skill with 
which it is bandled, much more than on 
weight of metal, I will devote my space to 
writing of those otlicers of the European 
ffects who are already famous and de- 
stined to be leading figures in the future. 
Iwill refer to each nationality in the order 
of its importance as a naval power. Eng- 
land, 6f course, leads easily, with France, 
Russia, Italy, Germany ard Austria follow- 
jug her in the order given. 

England's representative seamen who 
fought in the Crimean and Chinese wars are 
most of them dead or retired. Few ad- 
mirals now on the active list have seen much 
carnage. Seymour, who bombarded Alex- 
andria in 1SS82, is getting too old to count 
for much. There is De Horsey, who at- 
tacked the Peruvian ironclad Huascar with 
Pierola the rebel leader on board. He gain- 
ed little glory from this incident, however, 
which resulted in the escape of the enemy. 
Admiral Hood was lately raised to the peer- 
age on his retirement, and Amirals Tryon, 
Hotham and Lyons are the three most 
prominent figures now. 

The meteor flag of England has, however 
no more distinguished sailor serving under 
it than Lord Charles Beresford, who at 
present commands a vessel in the Mediterran- 
ean fleet. His career up to date has given 
the greatest promise of future distinction. 
Not only has he shown his ability as an ac- 
tive naval officer, but in his official connec- 
tion with the admiralty while a member of 
parliament he displayed the characteristics 
of a statesinan. People wondered greatly 
that Lord George Hamilton should have 
been preferred to office over the head of Ber- 
esford at the time when both were appoint- 
ed to, the admiralty. It was but another 
instance of family influence in Englsib poli- 
tics overriding the just claim of merit. For 
Lord Charles Beresford is an Irishman, the 
scion of a noble and historic house, it is 
truce, and although Lord George Hamilton 
is Irish also his family connections among 
English politicians are far stronger than 
those of Beresford. Lord Charles sat in 
parliament for his native country of Water- 
ford from 1874 to 1880. He was made a 
Jord of the admiralty and proved a thorn in 
the side of the incompetent bureaucrats who 
direct that department. At length he re- 
signed, giving as a reason for doing so the 

ross Mismanagement of the admiralty. 

Juring several startling speeches which he 
delivered in the commons he arrayed facts 
und figures condemnatory of the naval ad- 

ministration which his previous of§cial 
knowledge of the inside state of affairs en- 
abled him to gather. These speechs roused 

ublic opinion all over the Wuited Kingdom 
hough Beresford has seen a good deal of 
naval service he has been in only one cam- 
paign--at Alexandria in I882. But his dis- 
tinguished conduct on that oceasion showed 
him to have the instinets and capacity of 
a man of action. The Marabout batteries 
had opened fiire on the British fleet bom- 
barding Alexandria. Beresford was in eom- 
meud of the little gunboat Condor, which he 
promptly steamed right in against the forts 
under cover of the smoke from. their guns. 

Bo deftly and gallantly did he handle the 
Condor that the Egyptian batteries, worried 
by the gunboat, found it impossible to get 
the range of the British jronclads. The 
Marabout forts were very powerful, and 
had it not been for Beresford’s clever tactics 
could have kept the attacking fleet at bay 
for a considerable time. The English ad- 
miral ran up a signal announcing his ad- 
miration of the Condor’s intrepid work. The 
worid applauded, arvl ever since Beresford 
bas been known as “Condor Charlie.” 

Lord Charles Beresford is indeed the 
coming man of the British navy. A great 
future awaits him. He was appointedcom- 
missioner last year to report on the Suez 
canal, and when his report was published 

Jast October it proved another sensation for 
England. It demonstrated that the rocky

shores of the canal could be blown up with 
dynamite by an enemy in such a manner 
as to prec! pitate masses of rock into the wa- 
ter, and thus block the passage. This ra- 
cy report induced the government to pay 
very special attention to the reute across 
the American continent as alternative 


fmeeansof transporting troops te the east. | 


— 


Beresford is a splendid type of the naval 
officer, both from a scientific and tactical 
point of view. 

France’s naval officers are many and dis- 
tinguished. I might single out from among 
them for the honor of the first place Ad- 
miral Juriende la Graviere, were it not for 
his advanced age, which is necessarily re- 
moving him further day by day from the ar- 
ena of activeservice. Hisreeord dates 
back to Crimean days. Much might also 
be said of Vice Admirals Miot, Ribell, 
Zede, Vignes, Duperre or Lespe. But there 
is one figure which deserves more atten- 
tion than all the rest. This is Admiral 
Gervais And why? for the reason 
that while his past record is known to 
and praised by all Frenchmen, he remains 
at the present time specially prominent in 
naval circles. Admiral Gervais entered 
the naval service at the age of fifteen, in 
the year 1852, receiving command of a 
ship in 1870, dnd being prometed 
to vice admiral .in 1887, His conduct 
was exceptionally distinguished during 
the siege of Paris in 1871. When Ad- 
miral Pothuau was French ambassador 
atthe courtof St. James, Gervais acted as 
P naval attache to the legation. From this 
position he went as chief of staff to Ad- 
miral Krantz, formerly minister of ma- 
rine. In both positions he was a marked 
success. Gervais is a great worker, and 
capable of intense application. Nor is he 
in the least a martinet, In the sense in 
which that world is usually understood, but 
is popular with all ranks. Under the ex- 
terior of a self-possessed man of the werld 
he conceals a heart patridtic, ardent and 
sincere. Though over fifty years of age, 
Admiral Gervais presents the appearance 
of being much yeunger. The brisk elasticity 
of youth has not in the least deserted him. 
His manners are unassuming. The recent 
visits of the French fleet to the great sea- 
ports of Ienglaad and Russia took place un- 
der his commard. He was selected for 
this important commission because of the 
coufidence with which “the French -min- 
istry regarded him. Few men in his pro- 
fession have attained equal rank at the 

same age. The foreign cruise of the 
French squadron was detated by motives 
of policy on the part of the government, 
and the adtniral who was placed in com- 
mand was practically entrusted wth a dip- 
lomatic mission. This triumphal progress 
of the French fleet during the whole cruise 
was an ample vindieation of the choice of 
Gervais as commander. 

A romance might be written on the ca- 
reer of the Grand Duke Alexis, who was, 
until he got into disgrace with the ezar, 
three years ago, lord high admiral of the 
Russian fleet. So many have been his ad- 
yentures and reputed adventures, that it 
is difficult to distinguish the serious from 
the romantic or fictional side of his char- 
acter. He has always been a bon vivant 
and lover of pleasure, and as a brother of 
the ezar and incumbent of a great position 
in his profession, he has had good oppor- 
tunities for indulgence. Alexis was brought 
up to a seafaring career and is Russia’s 
sailor prince. His personal popularity is 


considerable. 
manding stature and handsome exterior, 
and has the reputation of being generous 
and easy-mannered. During 1875 he vis- 
ited. America. Hesmade a strongly favor- 
able impression upon those. who met him in 
this country. The belles of Kentucky were 
especially fascinated with him, and one un- 
fortunate lady became insane over the 
grand duke, her madness taking the form 
of a delusion that she had been invited to 
become a grand duchess and would soon be 
united to the duke. The poor woman was 
called—lIet us hope not in derision of her af-

fliction or by scornful members of her sex 
—“The Countess Lueinda.” “The trouble, 
which resulted in 1889 in the grand duke’s 
reduction to rauk, arose from his gallantry 
to the handsome sister of Skoboleff, Prin- 
cess Leuchtenberg. This ambitious woman, 
whose desire was.to form an alliance witb 
the royal house of Russia, went one night 
to a well-known restaurant in St. Peters- 
burg in company with the duke. Some 
Irenchmen essayed to express their admi- 
ration of the lady, which proceeding Alexis 
resented and a desperate row ensued, 
that developed into a public scandal. The 
ezar, enraged, banished the grand duke to 
Viadiveostock, but subsequently relented and 
reinstated him in his former position. 
There is a certain degree of resemblance— 
even facial—between the Grand Duke 
Alexis and the great Russian General, 
Skoboleff. Both were addicted to the pur- 
suit of pleasure and of essentially genial 
temperment. They had alse much in com- 
mon in other respects. Skoboleff was a 
daring soldier as well as a carpet knight. 
Alexis is an ardent seaman, and while he 
canr.ot and does not pretend to pose beside 
Skoboleffi as a commander, he is known to 
ave the material in him for high profes- 
sional distizction. His friends claim that 
ke has never attempted self-exploitation 
in the various and devious ways that were 
known to be characteristic of some public 


en. 

This is the opinion of naval officers, but 
for my own part, I regard Captain Doub- 
atoff as the coming man in the Russian 
navy. Itwas he who performed the great 
feat of destrovinzg the chain of Turkish 
monitors that prevented the passage of the 
Tanube by the Russian army in 1877. It 
was a deed that ranks with the great naval 
cchievements of history. Doubasoff re- 
ceived immediate promotion and was de 
orated with the cross of St. George, of the 
second class. This decoration is nearly al- 
ways, when first bestowed, given in the 
fourth class, but Doubasoff received it in 
the second class all at once. His personal- 
ity lmpressed me during an interview I 
onee had with him, as that of a man of re- 
scurce and action, likely to be cool in dan- 


ger acd hard to disconcert under apy con- 


Like the czar, he is of com- | 


ditions, He is tall and of commanding 
aYeneuce. If he does not eventually come 
to the front of Russian naval affairs I shall 
be very much surprised. 


The Italian naval defenses are well or- | 


ganized and are theresult of vast expendi- 
ture of brains and money. Italy's reverses 
in the war of 1866 stimulated her to the 
task of building up her present excellent 
navy. The Dailio and Daudolo. alone are 
modern warships of the most approved 
pattern and are tremendously formidable. 
But the Italia is the greatest war vessel 
afloat. She has a tonnage of 13,900 with 
18,000-horse power. Her speed is eighteen 
knots, and she is provided with the heav- 
iest guns. She is a huge floating castle 
in whose hold and casemates 10,000 men 
could at a pinch be accomodated. Here 
is a picture of her under full steam. 
There is nothing very notable about the 
naval officers of King Humbert. Vice Ad- 
miral Pacoret di Saint Bon apd Lovera di 
Maria are about the most notable. Captain 
verpe is considered an able man and has been 
in charge of the naval contingent stationed at 
Massowah, in Egypt. But Italy’s naval con- 
structor, the Chevalier Brin, is one of the best 
the world has known. His fame today and 
hereafter will rest upon his work—and it isa 
noble one—the Italian navy asit exists in 
1892, 

The German navy, as a factor of import- 
ance in national defence,<lates from the ter- 
minationof the war of 1870. Prior to that 


period Prussia owned a few wooden. ships 


of the ancient type and mainly relied for her 
nrhritime” protection upon torpedocs and 
other coast defences. Upon the unification 
of the German states and imperial navy way 
formed, which has since been increasec 
form time to time until. the country now 
possesses several first-class lines of battle 
ships; but Germany is still only in the fifth 
class among the European naval powers. 
It follows, of course, that her naval officers 
are of a standing contemporaneous with the 
progress of the navy itself. Since 1870 no 
events have transpired to test the efficiency 
of either the ships or their commanders in 
any important degree whatever. The Em- 
peror is nominal or honorary chief of the 
German navy. After him in the executive 
come De Goltz and Karcher, Vice Admirals. 
Then there are Vice Admiral Deinhard and 
Rear Admirals Koster, Thomsen, Valois and 
Schroder. Prince Henry of Prussia is also 
an officer in the navy. But the only officer 
of any note is Vice Admiral IXnorr, and he 
is as famous as his limited opportunities will 
permit. The policy of Bismarck in sedking 
to extend German colonization furnished the 
navy and its commanders with all the active 
service either has ever experienced. Jnorr 
was in charge of the East African squadron 
which indulged in an effective bulldozing of 
the Sultan of Zanzibar that indirectly re- 
sulted in the Anglo-German treaty ceding 
Holigoland to Germany. The executive ca- 
pacity of Knorr was unmistak*#bly displayed 
on this occasion. The Sultan was obdurte 
in resisting the demands for commercial con- 
cessions demanded by the German admiral 
who forthwith trained his guns on Zanzibar 
and threatened a bombardment. The Afri-

can potentate weakened under pressure and 
surrendered at the cannon’s mouth. This 
incident truly illustrates the character of 
Admiral Knorr. He is a man of quick re- 
solve and unflinching purpose, believing in 
prowptiy clearing the decks for action the in- 
stant an insult is offered to the national flag- 
Beyond this incident and the shelling of a 
few miserable native villages in Africa and 
Samoa, the nayal record of Germany is an 
unwritten page. She has yet to produce her 
DeRuyters,_her Nelsons and her Farraguts, 
and has still to fight ber Trafalgar and her 
Mobile. Bay. 

The Austrain navy is small comparatively. 
It has at least three splendid ships and an 
excellent man at the helm of naval admin- 
istration. The entire strength of the navy 
is eight ironclads of the first-class and three 
ironclad frigates, with several vessels of mi- 
nor importance. Baron Max Von Sterneck 
is Marine Minister and-also Admiral of the 
flect. In the war of 1866 he made his 
record. He was then captain of the war- 
ship Ferdinand Max, which destroyed the 
flagship of the Italian navy. Re d'Italia, at 
the battie of Lissa. thereby winning the 
fight for Austria. Von Sterneck is the suec- 
cessor of Tegethoff, who was in supreme 
command on that occasion, and he is held 
in the highest esteem because of his hero- 
ism. He has been identified with the or- 
ganization and developement of the modern 
Austrian fleet. Though well on in years he 
wil] be the mau to command on gea if oc- 
casion arises for war. The only’ probable 
chance for an Austrian fleet to show its 
mettle in the future will be the ambition of 
the Italian Irredentists to regain possession 
of Triest, which, for some reason not alto- 
gether explained, has always been looked 
upon by them as “Italia Irridenta” or Lost 
Italy. Trouble over this vexed question 
would give Austria’s navy a chance to 
prove its prowess once more against its 
ancient foe. _ GRIBAYEDOFF.

BOMBS FULL OF WHISKY. 


Why the Shells Fired at a Union Ship Did 
Not Explode. — 
From Frank Leslie’s Weekly. 


Perhaps the most amusing part of 
the bombardment of Corpus Christi affair 
was the way in which many of the con- 
federates obtained a good drink of whisky, 
Numbers of the shells did not explode. 
One falling in a fleid be‘onging to an old 
German, he looked at it long and covetous- 
ly. Game was plenty, powder was scarce, 
and this shell must have many pounds in 
its capacious sphere. How to possess it 
was the question. If he tried to drill out 
tRe fuse the bomb might explode, and he 
would lose not only the powder but his 
life. Seeing an old darkey approaching, 
he hailed him, and with a few cents in- 
duced him to undertake the job. Giving 
him implements and a vessel to hold the 
powder,he retired to his house, fearing 
an accident and not wishing to be held ae- 
countable. In a short time the negro ap- 
peared: “Dey ain’t no powder dere, 
sah; dis am whisky.” 

The German could hardly believe his 
eyes, but it certainly looked like whisky-- 
and it smelt like whisky--but taste it he 
would not, for it might be poisoned; still, 
it was too rare to lose and--old Joe would 
not count—he would try it on him! He 
poured out a good cupful and rave it 
with the money to the negro. The man 
drank and smacked his iilips. “Dat’s 
fine licker, boss—lI’se ‘bliged to yon, 
mightily,” and he went off feeling the bet- 
ter for his potation. It was strong, for 
he was soon “drunk as a lord.” After a 
sleep he awoke to tell the stery of his dis- 
covery, With the effect that there was am 
immediate search for bombs: ten were 
opened. and the contents helped to make 
convivial the celebration of the worsting of 
the fleet. 

Later events brought the exrlanatioen of 
how the United States came to use whisky 
as ammunition instead of powder. 

Flower Bluff. fifteen miles 
“Corpus,” as the town is called “for 
short,” is a great hunting ground, and 
dyrning the war. as now, peonlo resorted 
here for that purnose—notably Captain 
Kitredge, of the Uuited States navy. 
Southern troops were too fow to spare 
them for unimportant points, so he could 
wjth impunity sail aronnd the bay at 
Lager Jand at the bluff, and there 
hunt, and buy butter, milk and eggs from 
an old farmer who lived there. This he 
did nearly every other day, until at last 
the man came to town for supplies and 
told howthe captain patronized him 
Ware’s cavalry at once proceeded there, 
hid their horses in the sand-hills and 
themslves in the house. and when Kitredge 
and seren men landed they took them 
prisoners.

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LOIE AND HER DANCE, 
The Latest Terpsichorean Sensation Min- 
utely Described. 


A DANCE FOR HIGH OLYMPUS, 


Wotes of the Stage and Its People—Annie 
Pixley in Comic Opera—W hat Is 
Coming to Atlanta. 


Lole Fuller is once more before the public. The 
last time it was a breach of promise suit, with 
about as many sensational features as b. of p. 
suits ever havo; this time it is her petticoat dance 
in “Uncle Celestin” at the Casino. 

Everybody is talking aboutit. The New York 
papers are full of it, and already Loie has found 
many imitators. 

A petticoat dance? Yes, that’s what she calls 
it; but nobody seems yet to have struck upon a 
mame thatin any way describesit. For the new 
fance isa novelty. Men and women are both en- 
thusiastic over the dance. Thisis one time when 
the ladies are permitted to express their admira- 
tion; they don’t have to confine their gaze to 
peeps fro:n behind their fans, for there is no leg 
show in this. 

The garment in which this dance is executed 
seems to be the mystery. Miss Fuller does not 
dance much. She simply poses, sways ber body, 


and the skirt does the rest. In the third act of 
“Uncle Celestin” she walks to the center of the 
empty stage in what seems to be a soft, cling- 
ing dress of plain white, just long 
enough to touch her toes. What follows 
I cannot describe from experience, as it has 
not been my good fortune to see the dance; but 
one who has seen it and who is evidently an ad- 
mirer, writes of it in this strain: 

‘‘The orchestra plays the soft, sensuous waltz 
music, called “Echoes of the Ball,” as though it 
were a lover whispering fond thoughts in the 
shadow of an orange tree in full bloom; when the 
danccr cently lifts her skirts and sways with the 
rhythm, it is as though some one had shaken the 
tree and there was a shower of petals. As the 
music quicken just a trifle, she raises high 
first one limb and then the other, and 
with a slow sweep outward and a quick 
down stroke, balloons out each side 
of the“ wondrous skirt alternately mak- 
ing it rise and fall in gentle curves that seem like 
nothing so much as a couple of moonflowers open 
and closing, with a pretty, smiling woman be- 
tween them coming straight toward us. For an 
instant she stands perfectly still, and the dress 
gradually falls in graceful lines about her. She 
repeats the same movement with the back to the 
audience, and it has, possitively, even a prettier 
effect; then bends back, looking at the audicnce, 
the gleaming skirtsas a black ground for the 
auburn cur)s, and skips off, followed by a roar of 
applanse. 

“The next is the serpentine dance, and un- 
doubtedly if the serpent of old had told our first 
parents to give their fig leaves to the silkworm, 
and Mr. Silkworm had known his business, we 
should now be.living in paradise and not have 
to work for a living. That dance, with a skirt 
such as Miss Fuller has, would have saved us. 
That is why it is called the serpentine dance. 
There are 80 many possibilities in it. It is a dance 
for the gods on high Olympus. It is mysterious 
enough to be asacred ceremony. Sometimes it is 
@ great white cloud, sinking and faJling and roll- 
ing and turning with passing breezes; the red 
light is turned on, and you think of the revolving 
ball of fire in the caverns of immortality de- 
scribed in ‘She;’ rometimes the woman cannot be 
seen, and the column of cloud seems to be ten feet 
high; then, out of the sinuous folds of the huge 
white serpent, she peeps forth, and flutters across 
the stage with white wings outspread, like a but. 
terfly just burst from its cocoon; then the light is 
suddeniy turned off. 

‘The audience will not be appeased until she 
comes on again, in that lovely white dtess, so 
simple and yet so deceptive. The same soft waltz 
music continues, and she comes down to the foot- 
lights with a big white wheel revolving on either 
side of her, or, like Venus, borne forward on the 
crest of a hugh white-capped billow. The billow 
breaks into the lines of opening and closing flow- 
ers, and then gradually sinks into slow, undulat- 
ing lines, upon which a blue light plays from the 
wings, making them look like summer waves 
under moonlight, and the clapping of feminine 
hands in the audience is as the rattle and roar of 
the pebbies on the beach. 

“Gathering the dressin her hands high above 
and behind her head, she makes it form a most 
effective background for her graceful pose. A 
strong white light is turned on from behind, and 
the seams of the outstretched garmcpt make it 
look like a spider’s web, in which the graceful out- 
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lines of the dancer are plainly seen. This has a very 
pretty effect, which is heightened by the swaying 
oriental movements to the music of the insinuat- 
ing waltz. She dances forward to the footlights, 
the movement growing more voluptuous at each 
Btep; then, suddenly the mystic garment whirls 
aloft, and, as softly as a snowflake, falls in a heap 
(under which is Miss Fuller) on the floor, and all

Ways sought in critical matters, Many stories 

are told of his ingenious settlement of difficul- 
ties, and some of them are certainly curious. 

Once a very high official in the court of 
Prince Shahjee made avow that if he suc- 
ceeded in a certain enterprise he would distrib- 
ute to the poor of his district “the weight of 
his own elephant in silver.” 

Elephants were verychighly prized by these 
rinces, and each kept the largest and ‘finest 
or hisown use. The official’s vow, if hasty, 

was generous, and pecbape the success of his 
undertaking was worth the price. 

The undertaking succeeded, but the official 
willing to keep his oath, was met by an unex. 
pected difficulty. There was no possible way 
of finding the elephant’s correct weight. No 
scales in the country were constructed of suf- 
ficient power to weigh such enormous beasts.

torical performances have not only been rep- 
rescuted, but lived ont, and fought out, we 
may say that Moxico, trom 1820 to 1807, pre- 
sents the most interesting national theater of 
modern times. Within forty-seven years she 
bad forty-tires different governments and 
about seventy-five different ralers,and itis said 
that but twoor three of her prosidents, or 
emperors, or dictators, or regents died natural 
deaths. They were sbot, or banished, or 
‘stabbe!. The performances on the stage of 
Mex:co were more interesting than 
tlrose furuished by other countries 
because they were so original, so complicated 
and so periious. It was noact of drama, 
where shepherd wooed his maiden in the 
peaceful va'es of life; it was no scene of 
comedy, where jong-sufering husband at- 
tempted to tame some shrew, by pans de- 
vised in pain and executed in fading hone; it 
was 10 music from opera, where artists sought 
for awhile to make their hearers forget the 
cares of life; but it was tragedy, begun in 
blood and ended in blood, with which Mexico, 
for half acentury, held the wondering gaze of 
mankind. ‘lhe scenes were shifted, the cur- 
tains were raised and let down, the dramatis 
rsonx were changed so often, aud with such 
ury and Lasty emphasis, that men were com- 
pelle! to look. Enongh daggers, and rifles, 
and darkness, and treachery accompanied the 
unforeseen movements to Keep the interest at 
high tensiou. No country wae so wel! placnod 
and built for the purposes of a national 
theater. Rock-ribbed and ocean-bvegirt, it 
had becn elevated bigher above the 
sea than others. Flowers of the 
most delicate, and rich, and variegated 
tints were set in  unstinted pro- 
fusion allover the stage. Birds of gay and 
brilliant plumage sported and sang among the 
flowers, making the whole as radiant and en- 
chanting as a section of fairy 
land. Great mountains lifted their poaks into 
the sky here and thereas if they had been 
used by the Titans to pin the stage to the side 
of the globe, while mountains of smaller di- 
mensions had been split and quartered and 
folded and twisted into anterooms, alcoves and 
windings to furnish hiding and dressing p!aces 
to the players. Hero for four thousand sears, 
rhaps, this realm of unchanging suinmer had 
Soon the home of a contepted and noble race. 
Now and then a war between some northern 
and southern tribe, but none of them destruct- 
ive and serious enough to interfere with the 
general march of progress. They built great 
pyramids, wrote great histories, founded great 
cities and wrought out a civilization that will 
be the wonder of men for all coming time. 

In 1520 Spain found this Egypt of the wes- 
tern hemisphere. She at once appointed her- 
self its guardian. She destroyed her temples 
of worship, despoiled her of her 
gold, parceled out her lands and burnt 
off the feet of the last Monte- 
zuma in the vain attempt to make him tell 
where he had buried the Aztectreasures, For 
300 years Spain was doctoring Mexico, forcing 
the Mexicans to swallow her civilization as so 
much needed medicine. At length Mexico was 
sick unto death, andin 1820 began the series of 
revolutions which ended in 1867. From the 
home of shepherds Mexico became the ren- 
dezvous of warriors. The pruning hook was 
turned into the dagger. 

Many scholars sought the cause of the 
variety and velocity of Mexican revolutions. 
It was notin the climate—the air and the 
scenery tendod to peace and tranguility. The 
world now knows what the matter was. 
Mexico had too much of Spain. She had been 
dosed with Spanish civilization long enough to 
know that death was proferable to another 
swallow of it. She swore by all the proud 
lineage of her Toltec and Aztec ancestors, by 
the ljast of her kings, the unreconstructed 
Cuateimoc, who, when hanging on the cy- 
press, addressed to the dying sun the requiem 

f his race—that she wonld have no more of it. 

ut Mexico was so weak and sick that 
her st attempts to break the folds 
of Castilian anaconda that had 
fastened itself about her national 
life, were fitful and unavailing. She would 
rise inher delirium, conscious of her weak- 
ness, but remembering her wrongs, and stag- 
gerand shootand butcher awhile, then fa}! 
back exhausted and despairing. Gaining 
fresh strength and fresh hope from aa little 
rest she would come again, with renowed 
vigor, aud strike the second time with more 
effect. For forty years this was continued. 

France, Spain and England not internreting 


and finding it impossible to collect their na- 
tional debts froin her exhausted treasury, on- 
tered intoa tripartite alliance. [mn 1861 the 
three European powers signed an agreemont in 
London that they would send soldiers to Mex- 
ico and force the country into some sort of na- 
tional organization, so that they could collect 
the money due them. 

Spanish and French and English troops 
landed at Vera Cruz, but bysome manner 
Juarez, the president, settled the claims of 
Eugland and Spain, leaving only the French 
to prosecute the war with Mexico. It was not 
many months before the French troops 
were victorious in all southern 

rt of Mexico. In 1863 Napoleon 

II called all the Mexican notables together 
for the purpose of determining the kind of 
government they would have. At his sug- 

estion, doubtless, they declared in favor of a 
imited monarcliy, and selected Archduke 
Maximilian, of Austria, as emporor. A com- 
mittee was appointed, and proceeded at once 
to Triesto, the home of Maximilian, on the 
Adriatic sea, to inform him of the action of 
the notables. The archduke refused to accept 
the throne until the people of the whole coun- 
try should have the opportunity to express, b 
vote, their choice. Phe notables came bac 


ing the ballot. In six months the same com- 
mittee were at Miramar, the castle of Maxi- 
milian, again. They declared to him that he 
was the unanimous choice of the Mexican 
people. Then he at once accepted the crown, 
and made preparations to leave for Mexico. 
He and Carlotta, his beautiful wife, bade adieu 
to their kindred and proceeded to Rome 
to get the blessing of the pope before taking 
up their abode in their adopted country. 

Maximiiian was the son of Francis Charles 
Joseph, archduke of Austria, and the younger 
brother of Francis Joseph, the emperor of 
Austria. Hie was born in 1832. He wasa 
cousin of tie queen of England, and in some 
way related by blood to nearly all those who 
occupied the important thrones of Europe. 
He was an accomplished scholar, an author of 
seven or eight volumes and had trayeled in 
the leading foreign countries of the world. 
He had been the guest of Dom Pedro, in Bra- 
zil,and had written a book concerning that 
empire. lie was a favorite at all the courts, 
and had tire best royal blood in his veins. He 
had manners befitting the prince that he was, 
and, besides, the wide information of the stu- 
dent and the traveler. 

Carlotta was the daughter of Leopold I, 
king of the Belgians. She was the grand- 
daughter of Louis Philippe, king of France, 
and isthe sisterof Leopold II, the present 
king of Lelgium, whois the staunch friend of 
Explorer Stanley. She was born in 1840. 

Maximilian and Carlotta were married in 

7. He was twenty-five and she was 
seventeen years of age. When they left 
Miramar, in 1864, she was twenty-four and 
he was thirty-two years old. 

There is nothing sadder in history than the 
departure of this young prince and his hand- 
some bride from their castle on the Adriatic 


they had read. Having been greeted with 
universal favor everywhere in Europe they 
felt they would bo received with the same 
consideration in that land of everlasting spring. 
So Miramar was to be exchanged for Chapul- 
tepec, a castle by the Adriatic sea, for a castle 
overlooking Lake Tezcoco, the probabilities of 
atbrone in Austria for the certainty of a 
throne in Mexico. They signed away tiftir 
rights in Austria which were prospective, for 
a place in Mexico which was present and cer- 
tain. They left their friends with the blessin 
of the pope and the — of the emperor o 
France. Onthe ship Novaro, they left anid the 
booming of cannon and the huzzas of loved 
ones. Never was fairer morning succeeded by 
redder and stormier noon. Never was brighter 
hope replaced by gloomier fate. Never were 
happier hoarts beaten and torn and utterly 
crushed by direr and deadiier conflicts. They 
left a bod of roses to be racked and pierced on 
a bed of thorns. They exchanged ease for 
azony, and a life of rosy, radiant outiook for a 
life of haggard, unspeakable misery. No 
sooner were the saila of their ship unfurled 
for the voyage tothe west than their doom 
WAS sanlel and set in blood. 

Because of the astute brain of the patriot 
Juarez; because of his undying pledge to the 
traditions of his fathers, it was sealed. Be- 
cause of the treachery and unblushing falsehood 
of Louis Napo!eon, and because of the secret de- 
termination of the United States that no more 
empires should boestablished on American soil, 
it was sealed. Because of the weakness and 
fickleness and corruption of the party that in- 
vited liim to a throne, it was sealed. 

Yet the good ship Novaro was now bounding 
over tho waters of the Atlantic, bearing two 
hearts as true and generous as ever beat in 
human breasts. They were sailing—one to a 
criminal’s death, the other to a lunatic’s dun- 
geon. They stood upon the deck; they talked 
of their prospects, they saw the waves rise 
and pass, marking the distance between, 
them and their native land. They thought of 
the time when, clothed with dominion and 
settled in their royal home at Chapultepec, 
thoy would surround themselves with friends 
rom the courts of Europe. They had with 
them thoir silver, their linen, their cut glass 
and all costly furnishments for thelr table. 
They had their carriage, lined with richest 
satin and covered with burnished gold, the 
finest in which king and queen ever rode. In 
the ancient grove surrounding the stone- 
buttressed castle of the Montezumas, the 
would put thousands of nightingales, an 
lace here and there rare specimens of statuary 
rom the old masters, 

Little did they suspect That the land they 
were called to rule had an accumulation of 
350 years of unavenged wrongs that had to be 
met and settled. The machinery which turned 
the mills of the gods was rumbling in the dis- 
tance, but they may have mistaken this for the 
murmer of the sea. The blood of the Indians 
whose feet were burned off in boiling oil cried 
from the ground. The invisible framework of 
the temples Cortez had torn down in his mad 
greed stood upon the plains and waved their 
shadowy minarets calling for vengeance. The 
ghosts of the long line of Aztec kings walked 
tbe streets of the City of Mexico at night and 
bade their living descendants rise and claim 
the country they had civilized. The ashes of 
the manuscript of legend and myth and his- 
tory, the Spaniards had burnt, rode upon the 
wings ofthe wind and struck dirges through 
the long moss of the Almaceda, inviting the 
natives to vindicate the wrongs of their fathers. 
The pallid faces of Popocatepetl and 
[ztaccihuatl silently reprimanded the 
people for the indolent ease that permitted 
them to sleep till Mexico was free. 

Into this fand of ghosts and voices and 
ashes and blood, into this land of unsettled 
accounts, Maximilian and Carlotta were com- 
ing, called by bankrupt traitors, as treacherous 
as they were cowardly. 

They landed at Vera Cruz in May, 1864. 
The welcome they received was tumultuous 
and overwhelming. The flowers, the moun- 
tains, the climate, the keys of the city, the 
homage of the multitude, the rhetoric of the 
mayor—all were theirs. They left amid the 
acclaim and devotion of the people, for the 
capital of the now-made empire. At Cordova, 
at Orizaba, at Pueblo, they passed under arches 
mede of poppies, of camelias, of calla lilies, of 
heliotropes. Their carriage was too fine to 
touch the earth. It rolled over the orchids 
red, and scarlet, and blue, and green, placked 
from the tropical trees of the country. 
Reaching the City of Mexico, the scene 
Was unprecedented in that capital, ac- 
customed ‘to splendid pageantry 
and display. The ten thousand bells of all the 
churches waked the echoes of the distant 
mountains with their jubilant greeting. Gay 
young senors and senoritas expressed their 
joyin music from harp and guitar as they 
moved in their boats around the far-famed 
hanging gardens of the city. The city was 
held asifina whirlwind of excitement For 
a time it seemed as if the republican stars had 
faded from the view, in the light of the impe- 
rial sun which had come from the east to il- 
luminate and biess the land. Juarez, and 
Diaz, and Escobedo, and Gonzales had sud- 
denly fallen fromthe position of great gen- 
erals to the place of petty leaders of starving 
banditti. Maxmilian, however, desiring to 
be inagnanimous to the republican leaders, 
addrossed them a letter inviting them to a con- 
fereuce in the capital. The terms of this the 
refused to accept. Todie, rather than yield, 
was their unfaltering determination. After 
this, through the intluence of Genera! Bazaine, 
the leader of the French forces, the emperor 
was induced to sign the “black decree.”’ 
In accordance with the provisions of this de- 
cree, all found in arms against the imperial 
government were to be shot. Several brave 
republican gencrale were execu in accord- 
ance with this order, among them Salazar 
and Arteago. This infamous proclamation, 
issued at the instigation of the French, it was 
that led at length tothe execution of Maxi- 
milian. 
Settled in their adopted home, the emperor 
and his wife began the work of organizing the 
government. Carlotta laid out a drive from 
Chapultepec to the center of the city, adorning 
it with — and monuments to distin- 
uished men. Itis perhaps the finest today 
n the world, and is called 'Carlotta’s Drive.” 
Maximilian appointed acabinet, and did his 
best to reclaim the country from the chaos and 
confusion in which he foundit. But, in 1865, 
Mr. Seward addressed @& communica- 
tion to Napoleon III, of France, 
letting him know, in unmistakable 
terms, that the relations between France and 
the United States would be jeopardized unless 
French troops were withdrawn from Mexican 
soil. This gave heart and ‘hope to the re- 
ublican generals in Mexico. In 1866 Carlotta 
eft for France to see Napoleon, and for Italy 
to see the pope. But neither emperor nor pope 
gave her any encouragement. From an 
audience with Napoleon she left heart-broken, 
and from an audience with the pope she left a 
hopeless maniac. In the closing part of 1866, 
Maximilian left Chapultepec for Queretaro, a

That this is a silly and a false verdict the 
thoughtful observer will be forced to admit, 
when he thinks for himself. A few years ago 
@ young southern journalist spoke in New 
York before the New England Society, and 
Jater in Boston. Hecaptured the entire north, 
and routine men of business who pretend to 
despise sentiment and rhetoric are still quot- 
ing those matchless speeches, whose every 
word glowed with light and color, and whose 
ringing sentences leaped forward like the 
blasts of silver bugles.

When at his best—in the decade before our 
civil war—Toombs was perfectly equipped by 
nature and education for his role as a tribune 
of the people. 

A handsomer man of niore gracious and yet 
imperious personnel never swayed a senate or 
towered above the multitude. 

It was no stretch of fancy when Grady called 
him ‘‘the kingliest of Georgians.’’ He bore 
himself proudly because he was a proud man. 
He was proud of his lineage—proud of his 
spotless escutcheon—prond of his people. 

When he faced a crowd and spoke, the poise 
of his head, the light of battle in his eyes, the 
animated play of his mobile features, and the 
challenging ring of his voice, as with superb 
audacity he poured forth a torrent of words 
that were sometimes almost voicanic in their 
explosive force, made this man of a million 
absolutely seem the incarnation of thunder 
itself! 

His inteHect suited his spiendid physique. 
Built to stand the waves and weathers of time, 
his massive frame, leonine head and luminous 
eyes harmonized well with the electric forces 
behind them.

His decla- 
mation was made effective by a voice of such 
wonderful yolume and timbre that it was 
never repellant.

His monologues were equal to those of Na- 
poleon at St. Helena. 

A master of facts and figures, he never al- 
lowed them tocontrol him. He fully under- 
stood the truth of the saying that imagination 
rules the world, and his appeals to human 
reason never ignored human sentiment. 

He had no use for words unless they were 
graphic, forcible, and blended sound with 
sense. His were winged words, flaming with 
the heat of his convictions, and 
their fiery rush was sometimes com- 
parable only to a procession ef blazing me- 
teors!

This hurried pen picture of Toombs in his 
prime is needed by the younger generation of 
readers who knew him only in bis later years. 
It is not overdrawn. 

Is there room for such an orator under our 
new conditions? Yes, whenever the ques- 
tions of the hour equal those of that momen- 
tous period in the fifties, big with the fate of 
anation. Perhaps the present reform crusade 
of the masses against the classes will call for 
just such a leader. :

The reascn is 
that on the right side the imitation of nature 
Je too obvious and thrusts itself forward, while 
on the wrong side one gets meérely the contrasts 
of color without any definite form or foreign 
idea to stand between the mind and enjoyment 
of the fabric. 

If you will look at Japanese and Chinese de- 
signs they will teach you how far nature can 
be suggested in a decoration, and what sort of 
Ggureson your silk you should choose.

A good illustration is found in a Japanese 
drawing of achrysanthemum flower ora sun- 
disk behind flowing lines that may suggest at- 
mosphere or water.

But how meager this programme seems 
when are considered the fabric’s possibilities! 
If all its beauty should be developed passe- 
menteries and ribbons and all other applied 
trimmings would be only animpertinence. It 
cannot be but that the fashion makers will 
reient. 

This silk should not be laid smooth over the 
waist, but should wrinkle and fold and show 
its quality. This the round waist will permit. 
Also, the smooth garment suggest a strain, to 
which a thin texture should not be put. It is 
a pity that the skirtin vogue allows no folds 
about the hips. Worth bas lately given out a 


design for a skirt to be side-plaited all the way 
round, but what significance may be in it 
is uncertain. Another reason why it should 
not follow smoothly the form is be- 
cause itis figured. <A figured garment should 
either be loose or lie in folds. Then the fig- 
ures vary with each new pose, half hide, half 
disclose tlie form and give all the charms of 
variety. Onthe smoothly fitting garment a 
repeating pattern merely suggests a tattoo. 
The instinct which leads women to choose 
flowered fabrics for loose house robes is a true 
one. The loose gowns of the Chinese and 
Japanese women derive their beauty largely 
from their flowered surfaces. 
In the dress of Japanese women thore is jl- 
lustrated a principle of art that should open 
up @ world of suggestion tous in making up 
these flowered silks. I refer to the law of al- 
ternation. It calls in painting fora dark tree 
trunk against a light distance, or the reverse, 
and im Japanese decoration it is illus- 
trated by a bamboo stalk beginning 
light against a dark ground, and changing 
abruptiy to dark against a _light- 
ground. Japanese dress owes much of its 
charms to the observation of thislaw. Instead 
of making the costume throughout of one 
ap mec monotonously, as we do, one part will 
dark on a light ground and another light on 
a dark ground; and thus withou: any applied 
trimmings, the inner garment, the outer one, 
the sash and the linings are all varied, and a}! 
combine to make a harmonious and charming 
tout ensemble. 
Such alternations enrich infinitely the dress, 
andin these silks lie great possibilities in 
this direction. But remember, if you will ex- 
periment, that the contrasts should not bein 
trimmings or inconsequential parts, but in the 
constructive portions, such as the linings or” 
the sash. Among silks likely to be found for», 
combinations there might be proposed a blve 
ground and white figures with a white ground 
and blue figures. An _ alternation of 
residu green and white might be ex- 
quisite. The same figure should be on 
both grounds. If it cannot be found something 
may be done if the colors match; or one may

Directions for Making Pretty Dishes of 
Them. 


A SOUTHERN WOMAN'S INSTRUCTIONS, 


Northern Women Can Candy the Fruit for 
a Year’s Supply—Orange 
Salad, 


When oranges are plentifal they are usually 
cheap, and the delicious “golden apple” can 
be utilized in various forms, each more deli- 
cate than the other. 

In the farsouth where the fruit grows in 
luxurious abundance aconfection is made of 
t®Wordorous, creamy petals of the orange 
blossom. Myriads of the tiny flowers fall of 
themselves from the loaded trees; others are 
gathered without stint, care being taken to 
pull only the petals—tho tiny orange itself, 
not larger than a pea, is left upon the stem. 
The blossoms are dipped in clean syrup and 
drained, then packed lightly in sugar; these 
little confections are equal to French candied 
violets or rose leaves. : 

Candied Oranges. 


A confectioner will deplete your purse for a 
small pyramid of candied orange; you can 
prepare it yourself at small cost. 

A syrup is made of two poundsof cut loaf 
sugar boiled in one pint of water, with the un- 
beaten white of an egg stirred in; boil five 
minutes, skim thoroughly, then boil again 
until nearly ready tocandy. Previously you 
will have selected juicy, sweet oranges, the 
larger the better, and peeled them carefully, 
removing every vestige of the white pith; you 
have seaprated them into sections and with a 
pointed penknife extracted the seeds with- 
out cutting the skin more than you could 
avoid. Now you lay each section in the hot— 
not boiling—syrup, dip asecond and third time 
to form a thick coating of clear candy; setina 
cool place to harden, the pieces not touchin 
one another. When thus prepared the candie 
slices can be piled on any pretty glass dish. 
If a pyramid is desired, make a large circle for 
the bottom, letting the slices touch, then pile 
evenly. This should be done while the candied 
covering is still soft. The completed pyramid 
can be sprinkled with tiny confitures of varied 
colors, which stick where they fall, Any 
pretty ornament finishes the top.

A fety waists are always seen 
ulled from tho shoulders over a vest of em- 
broidery, but the girdles and yokes have rather 
ousted this style. Jacket pieces of wide em- 
broidery are still worn aronnd the armhole, 

and jacket fronts edged with embroidery fall 
open over a yoke and girdlo embroidery, as 
ladies will wéar. 

Tucked round waists arein shirt style, with 

a yoke or box-plaited back, the former prevail- 
ing; the front is in five box plaits, an inch and 

a half wide, ortwoclusters on each side of 

three narrow tucks. These have adraw string, 

and are cut three inches below the waist line, 

as all-round waists are, to prevent any pulling 

up.

description may seem to call for very fussy 
work, but it is not really troublesome, and the 
result is highly satisfactory. 

The baskets are cut from the whole orange, 
which should be the large Florida; a very 
sharp knife is necessary. First make a cut 
across the stem end, escaping the whole of the 
stem, cutting nearly half way through the 
fruit; anothem cut of the same depth is 
made one-half inch from the first. Turn 
the orange, and make an incision 
at right angles from the first cut; 
thus detaching a piece like a small quarter; 
turn the fruit again and do the same on tle 
opposite side, keeping these cuts on an exact 
level. This makes a basket with the handle 
intact. The pulp, juice, seeds and all the 
pith must be carefully scooped from the in- 
side—it is best to loosen it first with a spoon 
from the rind, without piercing the skin any- 
where. The baskets can be laid in ice water 
to slightly harden. A firm jellyis made of the 
juice, allowing one box of gelatine to one 
dozen oranges. The gelatine is set to soak 
for an hour and a half, with enough juice 
to cover it; the bow] is then set in boiling 
water until the gelatine is dissolved; the rest 
of the juice sugar to taste, and a wine glass of 
curacoa cordial added. Strain through coarse 
muslin, fill the baskets and set in a cold place. 
, When ready to serve tie a bow of baby ribbon 
of any harmonizing tint on the handle of each 
basket; set the baskets eitherin individual 
saucers or altogether on a low, round dish. By 
taking the small amount ot trouble necessary 
to prepare this dainty fancy, one secures a 
beautiful and attractive ornament at less than

democratic nominee for president, 

They believe by the time the convention meets 
the Hill sentiment will have grown throngh- 
out the country until the democracy of all the 
states will have become. almost unanimons for 
him. , 

At present there is but little for his friends 
to do towards pushing his candidacy. New 
York has acted ungnimously, and in.thme the 
country will understand that heis the best 
fitted and most certain anan of election in the 
party. ' 

Mr. Hill’s friends understand that Mr. 
Cleveland has the admiration aecerded an 
honest man and the sympathy given a defeated 
one. He went down with the party’s flag in 
his band and that has served: to keep him in 
‘warm remembrance. All this is well enovgh, 
‘but the most conservative democrats think it 
should not blind the party to the needs: of the 
hour, or the leader of the honr. 
, That Senator Hill is a 
ability—a better lawyer, aman of perhaps 
more ability and just as much honesty as the 
ex-president, has been demonstrated by the 
Fact that he was twice elected president of the 
New York Bar Association, an aggregation 
of the greatest lawyers ou the American con- 
tinent, while Mr. Cleveland was never once 
elected to this exaited position. 

When the people of the country Know Mr. 
Hill as they Know Mr. Cleveland their admi- 
ration will be even greater. Mr. Hill isa man 
of brains, of courage and of unbounded re- 
gources—& practical student, a successful. man 
fn everything he bas undertaken. 

Mr. liill is the leader of the party in New 
York, aud with him conservative and thought- 
ful democrats everywhere know we can win 
next November. 

For the present Mr. Hill will remain quietly 
in the senate attending to his duties. In the 
epring he will perhaps visit several southern 
states. He will perhaps accept an invitation 
to visit Mississippi and talk democracy to the 
legislatnre of that state at Jackson. In return- 
ing he will stop off in Alabama, in Georgia, 
the two Carolinas and Virginia. The stops will 
be brief, but sufficient to give the people an 
opportunity to see and hear him. 

Senator Hill’s friends believe the south will 
be for him. The delegations from New Jersey 
and Connecticut, like that of New York, will 

be solid for him. Indiana will send a delega- 
tion for Gray, with the understand- 
fing .that it shall first vote for 
Gray for president and then for Hill, 
with Gray occupying the second place on the 
ticket. Illinois will, perhaps, be for Palmer, 
but will go to Hill, and Ohio, though it might 
be divided, is quite certain tosend a majority 
of Hi!] delegates to the convention. 

This isthe way Senator Hill’s friends are 
viewing the situation, and they believe it will 
grork out just so. 

The International Humbug. 

The goldbugs of Wall street and those in 
congress, finding that the majority of the dem- 
ocratic party is determined to have free coin- 
age become a law, in this country just as soon 
as they have sufficient power, and, in order to 
stave off the issue as long as possible, are 
again starting the international conference 
talk. They say now that Great Britain is 
anxious for a conference, aud that France and 
Germany are equally so. But Great Britain 
says while she is willing to confer she will not 
pind herself to stand by any agreement of the 
conference. This seems to be the last resort 
ofthe goldbugs. Noone doubts’ but that a 
conference might result in good, but the peo- 
ple of this country who are demanding free 
boinage are not so blind as to-be unable to see 
¢hrough this subterfuge. 

They All Like Pat Walsh.

Sion for such appropriations after having been 
depleted by the billion-dollar congress.

The bills for free wool, free binding twine, 
free cotton bagging, free cotton ties and free 
eotton gins and cotton machinery will all be 
disensséed at once, though they will be voted 
upon separately. 

The three latter bills are those introduced 
by Mr. Turner, of Georgia. The Georgian 
has considered the tariff question thoroughly, 
and believes that the country would endorse 
the placing of cotton ties, bagging and ma- 
chinery on the free Nst with binding twine and 
wool. The house will pass all these bills by a 
large majority, but the obances are ‘that all 
will meet their doomin the senate unless it 
be the free wool bill. There is a belief ex- 
pressed by some that the binding ttvine Dill 
will go through that body, but they cannot 
consistently pass that without,at least, passing 
the free coiton bagging bill, and every one 
who knows anything at all knows that the re- 
publican senators will never agree to a bill 
that only benefits the-soath. 

The.failure of the senate to pass any of these 
bills will embarrass the republican party 
before the country very much. 

He Opposes Third Party Talk. 

“If the southern farmers, the alliancemen, 
ever had anideaof goivgintoa-thitd party, 
the recent St. Louis platform will drive them 
from it,’’ said Colonel Tom Winn today, 

‘There is one plank in that platform that no 
southern man can endorse. I refer to that 
favoring the government paying pensioners 
the difference between the value of greenback 
and gold when pensions were paid in depreci- 
ated greenbacks. It won)d take several hundrad 
million dollars to pay this, and it would be an 
outrage upon the taxpayers of this country. I 
have no fears that the. new party will receive 
any cncourage:ncnt in Georgia.” 

The Biiver Question. 

The democrats of the house are stirred up 
over the silver question to anextent which has 
seldom been equaléd. Both factionsare wild on 
the subject. Tho free coinage men declare 
the party will be ruined if the silver question 
is net acted upon. The aatis deciare. it will 
be absolutely destroyed if the question is acted 
upon. They. say it must be smothered, and 
they are willing to resort to anything to ac- 
complish this end, 

The house will haye an opportunity next 
week tosay openly whatit willdo. A meet- 
ing of the committee on rules has been called 
for Monday. As stated in these dispatches 
last night, a resolution will be reported to the 
house fixing the order of business, the tariff 
to be taken up first and _ disposed 
of, and the silver bill made the special order to 
follow. That means it willcome up some time 
about the Istof April. The actual fight for 
and against freo coinage will be made. upon 
the adoption of this resolutien. The report 
will be made Monday by General Catchings, 
and he will give notice that the house will be 
asked to act upon the roport Thursday or 
Friday, That will give all absentees time to 
be here to participate in the fight. The anti- 
frea coinage inen are in the minority, but are 
prepared to fight the resolution with vigor. 
They will, perhaps, attempt to filibuster, but 
in that they will not succeed, for 
the speaker has power, under the -rules, 
to prevent, and he will not: ~ hesitate 
to exercise the power, when it 
becomes necessary. Tho anti-silyer men are 
already wiring for petitions from everywhere, 
and they hope to frighten the free coinage men 
from their position by a deluge of protests 
manufactured here and sent. out to be re- 
turned. But that.will not work. The house 
is for free coinage, and a free coinage bill is 
going to pass. 

Is Hill Going to Marry? 

A story was in circulation hero today that 
Senator D. B. Hill was engaged to be married 
tothe daughter of his former law partner, 
Miss Muller. The story appeared in one of 
the New York papers this- morning, but itis 
denied by the senator’s friends. Indeed, the 
senator has not met the young fady within a 
year.

Colonel Livingston Gives a Stunning 
Blow to the Agitators. 


COLONEL W. A. WILSON SPRAKS.. 


The Word of Truth and Soberness 
Spoken to a Great Gathering 


OF NEWTON ALLIANCEMEN “YESTERDAY: 


A Great Gathering of ANiancemen Meetsin 
Covington to Greet Colonel Leoni- 
das FB, Livingston. .

Covineron, -Ga., February 27.—[Special.]— 
The backbone of the third-party: move 
ment in Georgia was broken ‘todey. It 
is no longer ‘that it will 
grow. ta. formidahle proportions in this 
state. The crisis -has been. reached, aad 
at the oritical moment.the strongest, personal 
influence and the weightiest efficial sanction 
were given for econservatiam and egainst-the 
new 

For some time the return of the president 
and vice president of the Georgia alliance 
from the conference of industrial orders wes 
looked forward to with solicitude. Upon 
their report, aud by thelr testimony, it was 
conoeded the. majority of the order would 
make up éts-political. judgment. When the 
great convention: of producers: met in St. 
Louis and framed a creed, and. when most of 
its members went individually intoa mass 
meeting which started the machinery of a third 
party, people said the. time bad come when 
Colonel Livingston would leave é¢ither the 
alliance or the democratic party. He was 
fully committed to both, aad they didnot see 


how he could extricate himself. from. the 


difticulty. 

This was the superficial aspect; iu reality, it 
was. not the situation at all. Those who 
thought Colonel Livingston had encountered a 
difficulty too great for his strength did not 
knowthe man. He has extricated himself 
from it with ease and avantage; ho has done 
more; he has shown that there is no difficulty. 
Going back to first principles, he declared that 
the alliance obligation guaranteed to each 
initiate perfect freedom in religion and poli- 
tics, and that its purpose was by organization 
and educational methods to improve the men- 
tal, moral, financial and social condition. of 
the producing classes. Taking the aggressive, 
he showed that the policy of the third-party 
crusaders was destructive to ‘the alli- 
ance order, and in the presence of 
the negro, population, dostructive to society 
and subversive of the peace, good order and 
dignity of the states, The-necent division of 
the white race in Louisiana and the: secret 
shipment of Winchester rifics were used with 
powerful effect.in giving a tragic significance 
Ignatius Donneliy’s deciaration that the color 
line would be taken ous of polities. With 
lofty scorn the speaker declared that the third 
party candidate for governor of Georgia had 
applauded the Donnelly dictum, and waved 
his hat with enthusiasm when it was uttered. 
At this there were cries of “Eilington! Elling- 
ton !’* 

‘Seo what it leads to in Louisiana!” ex- 
claimed Colonel Livyingsten. “It leads to 
blood! I would leave the democratic party or 
tho republican party, or even. the alHanee, to 
tight that idea with the last drop. of my 
b ood!” 

Colonel W. A. Wilson, the viee president 
of.the alliance, also spoke with clearuess and 
force words of truth and soberness: about this’ 
business. Both speakers were nereiless in 
their exposure of the paper deiegations on the 
floor of the industrial conference. Coleone] 
Livingston called attention to the fact that 
the assembly came together on a eall issued 
by the national council of the alliance at 
Ceala in 1880, and that only producers or in- 
dustrial organizations were authorized tocome 


Jnto conference, yet the body admitted the 


Woman’s Christian Temperance Union, the 
female suffragists and other organizations of 
rnon-preducers. The mockery of representation 
was begun by giving twenty-five]votes to organ- 
izations which hardly had an existence, and 
was carried further by the seating of pager 
delegations which represented nothing. Mr. 
Wilson called attention to the fact. that Mr. 
Gilmore cast eleven votes for 110,000 Georgia 
necro elliancemen, although E. H. Richard- 
son, their ofieial representative, was there 
and deniod the right to represent his own peo- 
ple. Colonel Wilson said: 

‘While this eleven-headed white man sat 
there and east those negro votes for Georgia, 
five of us cast only tive votes for the white al- 
liance.”’ 

Colonel Wilson denounced Gilmore in scath- 
ing terms. “Two years ago he was in the 
English army, and Le was a deserter from it,”’ 
said the speaker. It is plain that the fight be- 
tween the alliance and ihe third party people 
will be a bitter one. Colone) Livingston hit 
them sledge-hammer blows today, and upon 
their leading agitators he was merciless. 
He bas struck the movement a bold and stun- 
ning blow. Instead of being puton the. de- 
fensive he has taken tho aggressive and swept 
their picket posts away like cobwebs. Thoy 
are putin the attitude of  iconoclasis, whose 
work will destroy their adored order or their 
worshiptul selves, more likely the latter idol. 
Today’s speeches took the crowd. The same 
statement of the situation will take any sen- 
siblecrewd. The speaker expressed the logic 
of the. situation and it has.only to be read to 
be recognized. No matter how. strenuously 
the cranks may contend, no matter how 
terribly their sole prophet may, tax his in- 
genuity and eloquence, the common sense of 
the people will make upa judgment against 
thein. : 

A large crowd greeted Colone!. Livingston 
aud Mr. Wilson atthe courthouse. Mr. Moses 
was expected on the same train with Mr. Wil- 
son, and there was a brass band, a large crowd 
of alliancemen and about forty Emory stu- 
dentsat the depot to meet them. As the 
train drew up the band played ‘‘Dixie,’’ and 
the ‘‘Rab! Lah! Rah!" of the Emory boys 
was heard above the music. Quite a crowd 
had come from Atlanta to hear the speeches, 
among them Colonel M. C. Fulton, Mr. E. C. 
Machen, Mr. Mark Hardin, Mr. Irwin, of 
The Southern Alliance Farmér, and several 
newspaper correspondents. As the visitors 
got off ihey were met by Colonel L. F, Liv- 
ingston, who had come up from his country 
home. The college poye were bent on having 
some fun. and hurrahed for Cleveland as they 
escorted the speakers to the courthouse. 
little later they tigured actively in the proceed- 
ings, and drew from Colonel Livingston a trib- 
ute to Mr. Hilt. 

The allianeemen had been coming in from 
the country all the morning, and by the time 
the speakers took their seats the courthouse 
was packed. The benches were all full, and 
the standing room inside the bar was closely 
crowded with men in rustic garb, with a 
sprinkling of townsmen. There was no doubt 
about the representative character of the 
audience... There was much disappointment at 
the absence of Mr. Moses, who wired from 
Newnan that he had missed connection, He 
would hare liad an ovation had he been pres- 
ent. Mr. E. C. Machen telegraphed to At- 
lanta that he would pay fora apenas train to 
bring the plucky congressman down. Daring 
his speech, Colonel Livingston read a telegram 
frour the. editor of Tue Constitution saying 
Mr. Moses was uot to be found, but if he was 
in Atlanta he wouid be rushed down on a 
spevial.

At the same time he stated that the free coin- 
age bill would soon pass the house, and that 
the speaker had said it should be presented on 
the floor. The election of Mr. Crisp settled 
that. If Mr. Mills had been elected speaker, 
he would have appointedfa committee that 
would have strangied the free coinage Dill. 
The figit between Mills and Crisp was a clear- 
cut fight between the gold money men backing 
Mills and the financial clement backing Crisp. 
Mr. Cleveland sustained Mills. When Mills 
was defeated, that settled Cleveland forever. 
The college boys renewed their cries for 
Cleveland, and this drew from Colovel Liv- 
ingston a ecathing contrast between the course 
of Cleveland and that of David B. Hill when 
the force bill was up in congress. 

‘‘When every mother.and daughter watched 
anxiously for the news of. the protection of 
their homes, and everybody eagerly read the 
newspapers for the de\Wlopments,” eaid he, 
‘Mr. Cleveland satin his easy chair and re- 
posed on his downy couch without once think- 
ing to write a letter; yet when the silver bill 
was up in the fifty-first congress he did write 
a letter, and the votes of men he controlled 
defeated the measure. What did David B. 
Flill do when the force bill was up? He told 
the repnblieans- be would veto every New 
York appropriation for the worid’s fair if they 
passed the force bill.”’ 

Colonel Livingston criticised two planks in 
the St. Louis platform. He.did not like the 
government ownership of railroads. The 
Ocala plank for government control and regu- 
lation was better. That was the plank of the 
democratic party. He objeeted in toto to the 
pension plank of the St. Louis platform, as it 
Was to eatch the votes of union soldiers. 
They were paid $11 in greenbacks when gold 
was worth more than two for one. It would 
cost billions. It would be fiat money, and 
‘would all be distributed north, and: that was 
not fair. Wéith all that was sald about the re- 
union of the blue and the gray, no one: said 
anything about doing a thing for the poor con- 
federate soldier who was paid $11 in confed- 
erate money and did not get that. The money 
plank of the Ocala platform, he said, was 
identical with democratic principles. 

Analyzing the situation, Colonel Livingston 
siad he had been accused of attempting to turn 
the alliance inte the democratic party. He 
defied any one to show it. He was opposed to 
turning the alliance over to any political 
toy  @emocratic, republican or thi party, 

or the reason that there were men of all par- 
ties in the order,and they went inin good 
faith upon assurance that . their or 
political faith would.not be questioned. To 
turu the order into-any-one party would be to 
cut off all the other elements but those dis- 
posed toward that party, and thus the alliance 
would be broken into fragments and de- 
stroyed. For this reason he was opposed to 
turn it inte a third party, especially 
when relief there was hopeless and defeat was 
certain. They might carry a half dozen 
western states, but would not carry one in the 
south. This course-was foolish when relief 
was in sight through the democratic party. 
The order could do most by holding itself 
aloof from parties and wang its numbers to 
force parties to put its ideas In their platforms 
and put candidates representing its principles 
in the field. As a practical illustration of 
this he told low the prohibition party thirty 
years ago was in position.to dictate nomina- 
tions of legisiators and governors to 

aries, but was controlled 
by fools nt on organizing a new 
party. They did so, and nominated Overby for 
governor. Though there wore 55,000 temper- 
ance votes pledged, he only got 5,000 and the 
temperance cause was sect back twenty-five 
years. The alliance in Mississippi divided on 
the lottery question, and one wing joineda 
democratic wing and nominsteda haif-and- 
half ticket. They had to updo that work be- 
fore harmony was restored Ju the order.

i] WITH DRAWN SWORDS 


Gendarmes of Berlin Charge Upon the 
Rioters. 


SEVERAL BATTLES OCCUR YESTERDAY. 


The Crowd of Unemployed Work- 
ingmen Increasing, 


AND MILITARY MAY BE GALLED OUT. 


Serious Disturbances Expected Today. 
‘Precautions of the Authorities to 
. Suppress the Trouble. 


Beatty, February 27.—[Cepyright, 1692, by 
New York Associated Press.}—Despite the 
generally quiet aspect of the streets during the 
day, apprehensions-were felt as to what would 
happen-tenight. Groups of rowdies were. re- 
ported assembling fn the Neun market and 
Haeckesche market; in Gruenweg, and other 
centers, chiefilyin the northern and eastern 
parts of the city. The situation seemed to be 
under the absolute contro] of the police until 


| nightfall, when the rowdyism renewed its 


tugsie with the authorities. The firstencounter 
oceurred at Haeckeschemarket. A noisy mob 
gradnally assembled afier 4 o'clock. It con- 
sisted of young workifgmen, and largely, also, 
of the most rowdy element in Berlim, 
Charging the Mob. «© 

The-patrols got so blocked in the crowd that 
they sent for reinforcements. “Then they 
charged the mob with sabers drawn, driving 
them towards Neufriedrich strasse and Oraien- 
burger strasee. 

Several thousand rioters, thus split up by 
police tactics, reassembled later on; parad 
ing the streets in the northern quarters. 
Rosenthal strasse became the next furious 
scene of rioting. The. position here at 9 
o'clock appeared to be oritical. A great mas3 
of people, many of whom were dbviously 
genuine workingmen, but among whom were 
a host of loafers, assembied in groups, listen- 
ing to socialist speakers, who yiolent! 
denounced the government, the police, m8 § 
in fact, everything comprising the existing or- 
der of things. The potice made another 
charge on the mob and repeated if again and 
again, but the crowd, after giving way a little 
at each charge, reelosed their ranks and 
fought the police with sticks, stones, heavy 
billets of wood and apything they. could lay 
bands upon. The potice were getting the 
worst of the contest, as they had only used 
the flat sides of their swords in striking, but 
when they saw the tide of battle turning 
ageinst them, they used the edge of their sa- 
bers and struck right and left. A large 
number of rioters were badly hurt. 
By halfpast 10 {o'c'ock the Kos- 
enthal melee was over and a_ large 
number of rioters were under icck and key in 
police stations. Ason Tiureday some of the 
rioters took advantage of the uproar to smash 
windows and seize upon the goods displayed in 
them or anything else that came within their 
reach.: 

The Mob Swelling, 

A feature of tonight's rows has been the 
large increase in the number of workingmen 
who were mixedup with the mob. Hitherto 
a greater part of the crowds had consisted of 
men who are never known to work— proies- 
sional egitators and the dregs of humanity, 
which infest the city. Tonight, however, 
there ~ were many genuine working 
men in the crowds. This 
attributed to the fact that 
is payday for mochanics, laborors, etc., and, 
carried away by the prevailing excitement 
aud a liberal supply -of money wherewith to 
purchase intoxieants, they were drawn into 
disorder, and when charged by policemen, 
they fought as desperately as did others of the 
mob. 

Crowds on the Strecta, 

The difliculties under which the police 
labored were greatly added to by streams of 
people who paraded the streets, not to create 
any disturbance, but to watch the fun when 
it did occur. Rumor gained currency that all 
the unemployed of the city were to form a 
monster procession and march down Fried- 
rich strasse and along Unter der Linden. 
Tens of thousands of men, women and chil- 
dren gathered along the alleged route of the 
procession. Their curiosity was not gratified. 

The advice given to the socialists by their 
organ, Vorwertz, does not seem to have the 
excellent effect that it was expected upon 
socialist. workingmen, That paper appealed 
to the secialists to actin an orderly manner 
and keep away froin beer shops, but thé ap- 
peal feii on unbeeding ears. Ailthe police 
available were concentrated tonight in the 
northeast districts of the city. After the fight 
in Rosenthal strasse, a serious collision oc- 
curred in Drunnen and Frankfurter strassen. 
As the rioting iucreased the authorities issued 
an order calling upon the moome to close their 
houses aud to rewain indoors. This order, 
however, did not suffice to keep the curivus off 
the streets, and many unoffending persons 
must have saffered fortheir imprudence at 
the hands of the police. 

At a late hour the central-authorities were 
warned thatthe disorders were spreading to 
Tege!, an outlying suburb, where a crowd, 
which was certainly not composed of loafers, 
had been fighting the police. The mounted 
gendarmerie was also called out in the Nieder 
Barnim district. 

May Call the Military Ont. 

Tonight closes with worse prospects for to- 
morrow. The authorities, believing that a 
spread of the rioting is then likely, have 
taken extended precautions to meet the 
trouble. All troops are now ordered to be 
confined to their barracks, and the dawn of 
Sunday is anxiously awaited. It is believed 
that, should serious disturbaneas occur tomor- 
row, it will be necessary to appeal to the 
military authorities for help. The police are 
tired out with their struggles of the past three 
days, and are in no fit condition to handle the 
situation energetically. 


RIOTING IN INDIANAPOLIS.

From 
that time until after 1 o’clook the city was in a 
continuous riot. Cars were turned crosswise of 
the track with policemen on them. Others were 
deposited in gitters, and the teams unhitched 
and turned leose. One driver was beaten 
nearly to death.

members sof the club were sincerely 
sorry when the curtain fell on  ‘Thurs- 
day night, for, although it was the 
end of many weeks of arduous work, 
it was also the end of a season of the most pleas- 
urable excitement. Then, the public had so 
crowned their work with such unstinted praise, 
and the rood opinion of the result of their labors 
was unanimous and so enthusiastically expressed 
on every hand, thatthe participants were proud 
of their club, anc were actually unhappy at the 
thought of the teimporary separation. 

One of the most gratifying facts inthe whole 
experience was the hearty good will and cor- 
diality which existed among the members 
for one anotier.

It is unaccountable, also, bé- 
cause the club was not in the least degree the com- 
petitor of any other organization. It occupied a 
field entirely its own, and did not interfere with 
the plans or prospects of any other body of sing- 
ersinthecity. That there should have been an- 
tagonisin to the opera club was due solely to the 
petty jealousy and enmity of people who are un- 
willing that any enterprise shall succeed unless 
they are prominently identified with it. The 
members of the club recognized the fact that it 
was necessary to su:ceed completely if they were

tion of “The Pirates” compietely routed them. 
The public has endorsed their efforts in a most 
signal manner, and they are the happiest band of 
singers to be found anywhere, Mr. Simpson is, 
of course, highly elated over the success of his 
venture, and is full of gratitude to the ladies and 
centiemen who gave the opera 80 magnificent a 
prosentation. 

There area few features which have not re- 
ccived their due meed of praise. 

The chorus was unquestionably the finest which 
ever appeared in cumic opera in Atlanta. The 
public, which had not attended the rehearsals, 
could not fully appreciate this. “The Pirates” is 
an especially difficult opera fur the chorus, as 
well as for the principals. .The mass of singers 
has an immense amount of work to do, and it is of 
a character which makes it difficult to perform. 
Unless the music goes with extraordinary dash 
and vigor itis stale and flat. The local club gave 
it the true vim, end is entitled to allhonor. The 
attack was in every instance perfect.

To Mr. I. M. Mayer more creditis due than he 
has received in the notices of the opera.

THE QUESTION OF PAVEMENT. 


A Matter Which Is of Great Interest, 
Especially to Peachtree Peopte. 

The people living on Peachtreo—the people 
of the city at large, too—are deeply interested 
just now in the question of a proper pavement 
for that magnificent: thoroughfare, Atlauta’s 
pride. 

A great deal has been written about asphalt 
and granite. Arother candidate for the pav- 
ing of the street is vitritied brick, and a great 
many of those most interested have already 
declared in favor of this pavement. 

The people of Atlanta know little of this 
pavement, however. Now that the question 
is so prominent, the following from The Cin- 
cinnati Commercial Gazette of March 4th last 
will be read with interest; 

Cincinnati had limestone as its first material for 
paving the strcets—the best that was presented at

| the time; next came Houlders, with an occasoinal 


experiment with wood, and finally came granite 
plecks andarphalt. These we are running upon 
now. But, inasmuch as experience has taught us 
toabandon limestoneand boulders and wood, is 
it not worth while.to inquire. whether there is 
something better than granite or asphalt? In 
view of the fact that it is contemplated to 
spend a million deilars or more in the 
further improvement of the streets, the 
authorities should investigate before moving for- 
ward. 

What about brick? Is this material to be con- 
demned without looking into itthoroughly? It 
isour opinion it.should not be. There ‘has been 
too mucir of this off-hand: business in Cincinnati, 
and the municipality has paid dearly forit. Fur- 
thermere, there is too much of a disposition to 
ignore old things for new discoveries. 

Columbus, O., bas forty miles of streets paved 
with brick, and these have proved so satisfactory 
that the municipality is going ahead with the 
work, and property holders are paying the whole 
cost. 

New York and Philadelphia are also using brick 
largely, anid the fatter, we are told, has demands 
greater than the supply, Prick, we are informed, 
upon the same foundations that are used for 
asphalt cost less than the latter. The foundations 
of all being the same, in durability and cost, the 
importance of this matter becomes at once ap- 


arent..

The advantages of material to be used in the con- 
struction of roadways must be made known before 
the authorities of cities and towns will! authorize 
its adoption, eveft of the most desirable cliaraeter. 
Without going into.a discussion of the merits.or 
deinerits of any ornisof pavements, it. is 
only necessary for ptate that experience 
demonstrated that roadways paved with vit 
brick, made of 6uitablemateriat and properly laid

Cheap, durable and comftortabie’ by being free 
from dust and comparatively noiseless; heaithful 
because vitrified bricks are non-absorbent, an 
hence cannot give out unhealthy odors; they are 
safe, because horses do not slip on them, and 
wheets of vehicles are not wrenched off by them; 
economical, because mie eon a with brick 
are easity repaired, and the bri can be readily 
taken up in order to reach water and gas 
Brick pavements are easily and

highways. Brick, however, has many advantages 
other than those which we have mentioned, and 


There 18 les3 need of a dec elevation of the 
center of a brick-paved roadway than with almost 
any other kind of payement,as the smooth, un- 
obstructed surface permits the water to flow 
freely to the gutters on a very gentile incline. 

The gutters of a brick-paved roadway are not 
eaten outand destroyed by the uric acid from 
horses, as is the case with a:phalt and wood, both 
of which latter forms of pavement are rotted by 
the droppings from horses, which droppings have 
no effect on vitrified brick, no matter how long 
they may remain. 

No moisture can pass ‘thronch a vitrified brick 
avement, and as the interstices between the 
ricks become packed hard with sand, organic 

decaring matter will never get into the pavement, 
and there will be no unhealthy emanations from 
it. Itislikeacontinued vitrified surface, from 
which contaminating matter, solid or fluid, is 
washed into the sewers orremoved by the street 
sweepers. : 

Brick-paved roadways wash clean in arain- 
storm or under .a hydrant supply. The even 
surface permits a street-cleaning machine to 
sweep up the dirt and dust like sweeping the 
floor ofa house. A street sweeper run rapidly 
over the pavement.at night, when nearly all traffic 
on the street has ceased, removes the dirt ex- 
peditiously and cheaply without annoyance to the 
public.

THE SCOTCH-IRISH. 


Who They Are, and What Their Organiza- 


tion Purposes to Do. 

The organization of the Scotch-Irish Society 
of America, three years ago, at Columbia, 
Tenn,, has-aroused a widespread § interest in 
the history and achievements of that people on 
American soil. Ini view of the fact that the 
next annual congress of the race is to be held 
in Atlanta, shortly, the following brief outline 
of their history will doubtless prove of interest 
to all those who derive pleasure from tracing 
the effects wrought by particular people on 
the government and institutions of a common 
country: 

The Scotch-Irish are not, as the name would 
seem to indicate, a people of mixed Scotch 
and Irish'bleod. From time to time in past. 
cerntnries Scotch people settled in Ireland, 
notably in the reign of James I. That monarch 
had, inconsequence of the flight of the earls of 
Tyrconneil and Tyrone a haif million acres of 
land in the province of . Ulster at his disposal! ; 
colonies of English and Scotch settlers were 
introduced. In the contest for the English 
throne between James II and his son-in- 
law, William of Orange, the Scotch settlers 
were with William and Mary. Notwithstand- 
ing their abhorrence to the British crown, 
théy and other dissenters from the established 
church were afterwards proscribed because of 
their dissenting religion, and were not allowed 
to hold cfvil or military or municipal positions; 
even a afriage celebrated by a Protestant 
dissenting minister was not valid. Those and 
Other oppressions were iong indured, and 
although they were loyal to the crown, they 
began to look for another country. The Puri- 
tans had pianted colonies in New Eng- 
land an after investigation Scotch 
Presbytérians attempted to sail from Ire- 
land to New England, in the Eagie Wing, in 
1636, but meeting with unwelcome seas, they 
were driven back. Mattersdid not improve, 
and about 1719 these Scotch people of Ireland, 
not able or willing to pay the required land tax, 
begen to pour into America, and for fifty 
years came in great numbers. They landed at 
the different ports, some in New England, 
some furthersouth, but the great majority 
came to Pennsylvania, and thence came to- 
wards western Pennsylvania and Ohio, but 
large numbers into the great Virginia valley, 
thence into North and South Carolina, where 
they met with others of their race from more 
southern ports. Thence they and their de- 
scendants moved on to Tennessee, Kentucky, 
Georgia, Alabama and to allofthe western 
and northwestern states, and at last to Cal- 
ifornia. They beld to the principle of liberty 
which gives every man the right to choose his 
ruler, whether it be in church or state. They 
built churches, and schoolhouses, and forts 
around their churches into which they gath- 
ered to defend themselves against the savage 
Indians. They were only one of the streams 
which entered into the masses which at last 
made up the American people, but they were 
a very large and very important stream. 
When the war of the revyolu- 
tion came on, England found no 
stronger foe than this which her Irish 

licy had driven to America. They have 

een largely instrumental in carrying on évery 
good work which has been accomplished in 
America. They made the first declaration of 
independence at Charlotte, Mecklenberg 
county, North Carolina, May 20,1775. <A year 
later they were leaders among those who en- 
tered solidly into that more famous declara- 
tion drawn by the Scotch-Irish hand of Thomas 
Jefferson and given to the world July 4, 1776. 
They did a large part of the fighting in the 
revolutionary war, the battle of King’s moun- 
tain and the Cowpens, which broke the back 
of that war, being among other noted Scotch- 
Irish victories. In every war which has oc- 
curred since 1776 they have been prominent. 
They have given about half a dozen presidents 
to the United States. They gladly concede to 
their noble fellow citizens full credit for all 
they have done in the making of America, but 
gratefully recognize the fact that in all that 
work their own Scotch-Irish ancestry have 
been among the foremost of the front rank. 
As members of the cabinet, ministers abroad, 
senators, , romping judges, lawyers, educa- 
tors, editors, literary men ministers 
of the gospel, they have been promi- 
nént in every state, in almostevery town and 
county from Maine to Califotnia. A roll call 
of their names could find a re@ponse in every 
neok and corner of America. ‘The Henrys, 
Polks, Jacksons (Old Hickory an@ Stonewall,) 
Buebanans, Hamiltens, Douglasse’, Caldwelis, 
Creeketts, Dunlaps, .

come from Ireland in these latter years, oF 
whose ancestors went back from Ireland te 
Scotland and came thence to America, have 
now formed a ‘National Congress of the 
Scotch-Irish of America.” Their organization 
is neither religious nor political. 
Its members are free to choose theis 
own religious and 0political views. But 
they desire to gather up the historic facts 
of their fathers, very many of which facts wil} 
eoon be beyond recall if not gathered now. 
Three meetings of the congress have been 
held, and books containing the addresses and 
the papers read in those meeting have beém 
compiled. In these are articles and addressee 
on such topics as the Scotch-Irish of New 
England, of Pennsylvania, of East Tennessee, 
of California; the {influence of the Scotche 
{rish upon the formation of the government of 
the United States, the Scotch-Irish of Bench 
and Bar, Scotch-Irish of the South, etc. As 
the coming congress in Atlanta a number of 
similar addresses and papers are expected. 
One of Georgia’s distinguished sons will give 
**The Seotch-Irish Colonists and Statesmen of 
Georzia,”’ and Editor Medill, of Chicago, is 
expected to give “Yhe Scotch-Irishin Jour 
naliswm.’’ Many members of the race from abl 
parts of the United States and Canada and the 
oid country wil! pay their first visit to our city 
and state, and Seotch-Irishmen who recently 
wore the gray will meet those who wore the 
blue, and will have acommon pride in the 
valor and in the fidelity which their race has 
always slrown to its convictions of right and 
duty.

The Effect of the Sherman Siiver Law. 

It is stated, with something of a flour- 
fish, that Secretary Foster's trip abroad 
is to take the shape of an effort to pro- 
mote an international conference scheme, 
and some of the Wall street organs pre- 
tend to believe that it will be successful. 
It is pretense pure and simple. Those who 
understand the situation know perfectly 
well that this government cannot hope to 
bring about @ European solution of the 
ailver question so long as it keeps on its 


‘gtatue books the act of 1873, which de- 


monetizes and degrades the white metal. 
Foster's mission is a mere subterfuge so 
far as silver is concerned. The flourish is 
made in the Wall street organs in the 
hope that it will have the effect of pre 
venting the silver men in Congress from 
presenting a free coinage bill to Mr. 
Harrison. 

The democrats will be stupid indeed 
ff they do not press this matter upon the 
administration. Narrowing the question 
down to one of mere party tactics, it is 


gill of vast importance. The division in 


the démocratic party on silver is trifling. 
The democratic gold bugs ure in the east 
where they can do the party no harm in 
@ general election. The division in the 
republican party on the question is 
Berious and far-reaching. It is most 
clearly marked in the great states of the 
west where the democrats hope to make 
gains. Mr. Harrison is pledged to veto 
a free coinage bill, and the democrats 
will be guilty of a serious blunder if they 
fail to give him an opportunity to knife 
his party with his veto. 

Foste:’s mission is a mere makeshift. 
There is nothing in it, and nothing can 
grow out of it. Europe is bound to re- 
gard the situation from its own point of 
view. What does it sce? It sees the gov- 
erninent of the United States accumulat- 
ing and storing day by day and month 
by month the entire bullion product of 
this country which it refuses to make a 
money metal of. It infers the policy of 


the government from the utterances of | 


the newspapers that represent the gold- 
bucs and the money sharks, from the 
epceches of Secretary Foster, and from 
the promises of Mr. Harris&n. It does not 
believe the people are in favor of 
free coinage; neither does it 
believe there will be any free coinage 


Tegislation. Europe perceives that this ex- 


traordinary accumulation of depreciated 
bullion cannot go on forever, and it has 
already made arrangements(the result 
of which may be seen in the steady de- 
cline in the price of bullion to forestall 
what it believes to be the inevitable re- 
gult of this steady accumulation of de- 
preciated bullion. It believes that this 
accumulation must be finally dumped on 
the market and it is preparing for the 
shock. Its views will be unalterably con- 
firmed when it sees the secretary of the 
United States .treasury galloping about 
among foreign powers trying to drum up 
an international silver congress. 

The money sharks have themselves 
erected an insurmountable barrier to any 
international action on the silver ques- 
tion. The Sherman law, instead of mend- 
ing matters, has added to the confusion 
and ihe danger, and only free coinage can 
now save the country from the panic 
and crash which must be the climax of 
the present accumulation of depreciated 
bullion. 

Mouths azo, The Constitution, 
discussing the Sherman silver law, in- 
sisted that it would defeat the very pur- 
pose which was the excuse for its enact- 
ment—namely, the increase of the price 
of silver bullion. We pointed out that 
this rapid accumulation of depreciated 
builion wes in the nature of menace to 
the silver-using nations. It is true that 
it has brought this country nearer to 
free coinage, but we do not want to 
reach free coinage by such a dangerous 
toute; we favor it as a principle and not 


as a last resort. We showed that the ten- 
dency of the law would be to decrease 
the price of silver bullion, In the last 
issue of the London Economist, we find 
this confirmation of The Constitu- 
tion’s argument: 

“The fear that the states are drifting 
into monetary difficulties, has already 
disorganized the silver market, which 
is kept in a chronic state of ap- 
prehension lest the treasury should 
be compelled to dispose of a portion of 
the enormous stock of the metal it has 
accumulated. That is the root cause of 
the extreme weakness of the silver mar- 
ket, and it is a menace also to the 
stability of the money market, since it 
is impossible to say to what devices the 
United States treasury may be forced to 
have recourse in its efforts to maintain 
the parity between gold and silver.” 

Thus the Sherman law is not only de- 
pressing the price of silver, but is a men- 
ace to the stability of the money market. 
Verily the money sharks and their repub- 
lican tools ought to be happy. 


A Flurry Over a Money King. 

The other day, when The New York 
Evening World got hold of a rumor to the 
effect that Jay Gould was dangerously ill, it 
printed two double-leaded columns on the 
subject, and specials were sent flying in 
every direction. 

All over the country the wires were kept 
hot with questions and answers concerning 
the millionairé’s condition, and if Mr. Gould 
had been president of the United States his 
illness would not have caused a bigger sen- 
sation. 

Now, let us get down to the bottom facts. 
Why isso much interest felt in the life or 
death of this man? He is not loved by the 
people. He holds no high offica. He is not 
apublic benefactor. He has never distin- 
guished himself as a producer or creator of 
anything useful. He has simply accumu- 
lated such a vast fortune that he Is able to 
largely control many important financial, 
commercial and industrial interests. 

His death would cause few tears to be 
shed outside of his family circle, and yet we 
see the newspapers and a crowd of business 
men. raising a tremendous rumpus over his 
reported sickness. 

There is) something In all this to create 
alarm. Are speculators with great fortunes 
such important factors of our society that 
we dread them living, and yet regard their 
death asa calamity? Have they so tangled 
up the wheels of government and the inter- 
ests of society that their presence is a blight 
and their absence is something worse? 

Do our plutocrats fill the role of indispen- 
sable men? Is there any good reason why 
they cannot die in their beds in the odor of 
sanctity, and be quietly buried without the 
ery being raised that the country is golng to 
the ‘‘demnition bow-wows?’’ 

If we are so badly off, and so dependent 
upon the plutocrats, the sooner we begin 
trimming their fortunes down with a grad- 
nated income tax the better. We cannot 
afford to let the possession of wealth make 
one man or one set of men bigger than the 
American nation. An income tax, properly 
graduated, is the best safeguard against plu- 
tocracy.

The Berlin Riot. 

When ten thousand workingmen march 
to the castle gatesin Berlin, singing the 
Marselillaise, and demanding the redress of 
their grievances, there is trouble in the air 


‘and more tocome, 


When the young war lord nervously looks 
down from his window and sces his armed 
police beating back and mangling his sub- 
jects, without a word or even a wave of his 
hand to quiet the mob, the outlook is any- 
thing but peaceful. 

After retiring from the castle gates, the 
rioters took possession of the eastern quar- 
ter of the city and proceeded to plunder the 
bakeries. All though the disturbance the 
Berliners followed the methods of the revo- 
lutionists in Paris a century ago. Their 
appeal for relief, their visit to the palace, 

nd their attack upon the bakeries—all this 
was a repetition of history. 

Their demands showed their temper un- 
mistakably by singing the Marseillaise—a 
song hated by all emperors because it sug- 
gests the clash of arms and the slaughter of 
tyrants. The German emperor provoked 
this oulbreak. Only the other day he said: 
‘‘I go my way and itis the right way.’’ His 
representative refused to allow his subjects 
to send a message through the burgomaster 
to the castle. The unemployed and _ half- 
starved workingmen then tried the effect of 
a demonstation, and were treated like wild 
beasts. 

Human nature is about the same in all 
ages. The Germans who rose in Berlin last 
weck are not very different from the people 
who tried the same tactics in Paris one 
hundred years ago. The French rioters 
kept up their violence until they smashed 
royalty, and drowned the whole system ina 
sea of blood. The Germans may do the 
same thing sooner or later, under the pres- 
sure of hard times, and goaded beyond en- 
durance by the caprices and brutal insults 
of a ruler who is either a madman or the 
next thing to one,

out for bullets! 


Mr. Cleveland and the Party. 

Some of the sincere democratic friends of 
Mr. Cleveland are at last beginning to re- 
allze the awkward position in which the at- 
tack on the democratic organization in New 
York state leaves their candidate, It ig 
singular that this realization comes so™late.

attitude of Mr. Cleveland. Some of his sin- 
cerest friends are urging him, in behalf of 
his own influence and standing in the party, 
to exhibit his displeasure at an attempt, 
made in his name, to disorganize the party. 
They see now what they ought to have seen 
at first, that the effect of the New York 
bolt, so-called, cn the rest of the country is 
precisely the reverse of what they expected 
it would be, It has perceptibly cooled the 
ardor of the friends of Mr. Cleveland in 
other states, who care more for the integrity 
and harmony of the party than they do for 
anyman. In other words, some of the 
movers in this foolish enterprise have dis- 
covered that ifs only victim, probable or 
possible, is Mr. Cleveland himself, who has 
been placed in the attitude of profiting by a 
movement against the democratic party. 

The mugwumps, however, are not turn- 
ingback.

Lawyers and Others in Congress. 

The New Orleans Times-Democrat calls 
attention tothe fact that the tendency in 
this country has been to turn over state and 
national legislation to the lawyers. 

People have an idea that the bar is a step- 
ping stone to political preferment, and 
De Tocqueville many years ago declared that 
the lawyers constituted the aristocracy of 
America. Doubtless De Tocqueville was 
somewhat influenced by the reflection that 
lawyers are ‘‘gentlemen by act of pariia- 
ment,’’ but, no matter what was in his 
mind, he described the situation very cor- 
rectly from a political point of view. 

There are very few lawyers in the British 
parliament, and they compose not more than 
6 per cent of the French assembly. In this 
country, The Times—-Democrat says: 

The drift toward thé lawyers has been steady for 
some years, and possibly reached its maximum in 
the last congress, since which time the opposition 
and agitation among the farmers have caused a 
reaction. 

The senate has long been a lawyers’ club, and 
very little change has been accomplished in it. 
The last session it consisted of 65 lawyers 
and 17 representatives of all the other in- 
terests. In other words, although the lawyers 
constitute only one-fourth of 1 per cent of the 
population, they elected nearly 80 per cent of the 
senators. The present senate shows onlya slight 
improvement. It still contains 65 lawyers, 
but it has 23 of the other professions— 
7 merchants, bankers and capitalists, 4 
manufacturers, 3 stock raisers and 1 doc- 
tor, farmer and minister. The agricultural in- 
terests have certainly cause to complain here, with 
but a single representative in the senate. Coming 
to the house, however, there is a marked improve- 
ment. The lawyers in the fifty-first congress 
numbered 208; today they are 184;. while the plan- 
ters and farmers have increased from 82to 76. 
The other classes were 81 in number last year and 
are 73 today—22 manufacturers, 20 merchants, 8 
journalists, 6 bankers and capitalists, 5 teachers, 
5 doctors, andthe rest stock raisers,real estate 
dealers, preachers, etc. The change in the house 
from the fifty-first to the fifty-second congress 
has been as follows: 

Fifty-first Fifty-second 

Congress. Congress. 
Lawyers 208 184 
Farmers 32 76 
78 71 

It is true that the lawyers are stillingreat ex- 
cess; that they have a large majority in the house; 
but there has been an improvement during the 
year, and the American people seem to be return- 
ing tothe idea that it is not necessary to bave 
lawyers to frame their laws for them. 


Undoubtedly, it is better to have men of 
various intezests, professions and classes in 
our legislative councils, but it is to be hoped 
that no man will be sent tocongress simply 
because he belongs or does not belong toa 
certain interest. The final tests should be 
his honesty and capacity asa man and asa 
legislator. When he comes up to these 
tests it makes very little difference whether 
he is a lawyer or a farmer. 


Light at Last. 

The New York World is now trying to 
call a halt to the so-called bolt which it be— 
gan to nurse as soon as the properly consti- 
tuted democratic authorities called the Feb- 
ruary convention. We print elsewhere the 
very sensibic editorial article in which it ad- 
vises the mugwumps not to tamper with the 
democratic organization. 

A view that The World put forward asa 
sensation has been taken seriously by the 
influences which have pitted themselves 
against the democratic party in every im- 
portant election that has been held in New 
York city or state, Itis true, there were a 
few finical and cynical democrats—the most 
prominent being ex-office-holders under Mr. 
Cleveland’s administration—who protested 
against the February convention; but since 
the fact has developed that the uncalled-for 
movement has been disastrous to Mr. Cleve- 
land’s interests outside of New York state, 
the names of these gentlemen have not been 
at all conspicuous. The point we desire to 
make is this, that there is not one genuine 
democrat among those who protested who 
will lend his influence to an attack on the 
democratic organization. 

So ‘far as the mugwumps are concerned, 
they will pay no attention to The World’s 


| warning. They will proceed with their 


sham movement, and probably get up a 
sham convention. They are too short- 


| sighted to perceive that their attack on the 


democratic organization will make Hill a 
necessity in the national convention. With 
the united democracy of New York demand- 
ing his nomination and the mugwumps 
fighting the organization there can be but 
one result.

Bome Timely Suggestions About Flowers 
and Their Meanings, 


NOTES OF SOME PRACTICAL VALUE 


Po the Woman Who Would Drive Away 
Ennui—The Picture of One Woman. 
N otes of Others and Sociéty, 


If the childless woman; the woman wearied 
ef worldly follies; the woman despondent 
@hrough dyspepsia, and the woman yearning 
Gor a mission should ask me just now what to 
Jo to amuse herself, I should say, “plant some- 
ghing.”’ 

Finda little soil somewhere for the dropping 
ef spring-timo seeds. 
- Nothing freshens the soul, body and spirit 
go completely and deliciously as the constant 
gare of a growing plant; and, if one has even 
the tiniest patch of ground, one can make a 
gompensating garden. A little rich earth, 
garefully treated, will furnish flowers the 
whole year round. 

A florist has told me recently no end of in- 
geresting things about flower growing, and 
here are some facts about plants that people 
might like to know: : 

Roses, in this climate, should not be 
get out until the last of March. Now is the 
time for transplanting to the open beds pansy 
plants, violets, tulips, crocuses and hyacinths; 
pasturtium seeds can be sown in pots or bowls 
pow and transplanted in March. 

All outdoor lily bulbs can be set out and 
bardy shrubs can be put in the ground now. 

Fruit trees should be planted now and also 
gach vegetables as cabbage, asparagus, lettuce, 
enions, beets and spinach. Corn, tomatoes, 
gucunibers, squashes and egg plants must be 
putin an open garden the last of March. 

Chrysanthemums should be dug up‘and sepa- 
pated at this season, and the young plants 
put about six inches apart in a _ trench 
that has been richly fertilized. 

Heliotrope should ba set outin May. This 
is very sensitive to frost, but it does not re- 
guire arich soil,and is one of the steadiest 
blooming plants for a summer garden. 

Geraniums, especially the single varieties, 
are the most entirely satisfactory plant for the 
whole summer. They bLioom continuously, 
and require little attention. But of all grace- 
fal, grateful, cheery blossoms I would choose 
the nasturtium—the motley jester of blossoms, 
whose buds come in quick succession like a 
elever iawyer’s jokes, and whose colors change 
asoiten as a maiden’s mind. These flowers 
are as full of infinite variety as Cleopatra her- 
ge!f, and her garments could not haye been 


' gore gorgeous than thoy. 


Flowers have their serious sides, too. There 
are lily nuns, andthe magnolia is the high 
priestess of nature whose fragrant life is of- 
fered to heaven. Lilacs are widows, wind 
flowers are ghosts, and cape jessamines are fair 
women who have died by some sweet poison. 

And orchids—what shall I say of them? 
They are strange creatures and I know them 
pot intimately; but I saw one yesterday that 
Must have been nourished by the brains of 
Lucretia Borgia. It possessed a voluptuous 
beauty of cclor and contour. The upper 
leaves were dull, mottled red, the lower petals 
like royal purple velvet. Deep down in its 
cup a firefly struggled for freedom, I shud- 
dered. Women and flowers—the most beauti- 
ful of God’s creation. Yet the carse of Cain 
had come to some of them.

Tribute to Mrs. M, L. Blanchard. 


In memory of my dear sister, Mrs. Maitha L.

As a wife and mother she was kind and gentle, 
and performed her every duty promptly and 
faithfully.
